. May Not Resign 


London,—The country, is crane 
faced with the possibility of the res- 
ighdtion of ‘the government or the 
dissolution of — parliament, owing to 
the qtiite unexpected ‘defeat of the 
government in the House of Com- 
mons by a maj of 72. Only 
about half the members were pres- 
ent, and the vote by which the gov- 


ernment, was defeated was 185 to 113.) 


The Alien Bil!, the carlier stages of 
which: were disposed » of during the} 
summer session, was in the report] 
stage, The committee had previous-} 
ly inserted an amendment withhold- 
ing pilotage certificates from all 
aliens, and the government sought by 
amendment to modify this restriction 
in favor mainly of a-number of 
French pilots, for whom special pro- 
vision had been made 
Pilotage Act. This amendment, how- 
ever, was defeated, ‘although in 
charge of government whips. 

I announcement of the fiytires 
was greeted with loud cheers from 
the opposition quarters, and caused 
much excitement. Andrew Bonar 
Law immediately moved adjournment 
to enable the government to consider 
what course it should,adopt. He ad- 
mitted that the def of an amend- 
ment with gove icnt whips was a 
sqyious matter requiring considera- 
tion, but he declined to admit that it 
necessarily implied the resignation of 
the ministry. This, he declared, would 
depend upon the view of the House 
of Commons as a whole, 

Opinions on the situatien, as ex- 
pressed in the lobbies, are conflict- 
ing, but, in view of the small attend- 
ancé in the house it is»thought that 
the government may decide not to 
resign.

Two Men and Boy Killed in Turbu- 
lent Outbreaks in Massachu- 
setts Capital 


Boston, Mass.—Two men and a 
boy were killed in turbulent outbreaks 
growing out of the police strike, 
There were numerous injuries of a 
minor nature to members of mobs, 
police officers and state guardsmen. 

The most serious disturbances were 
in the vicinity of Scollay Square and 
South Boston, Cavalry charged the 
crowds, and a machine gun was used, 
one man being killed and several 
wounded by its fire. Property dam- 
age was slight compared to that in- 
flicted by the wild rampage of hood- 
lums,

Careful Experimengs to Determine 
Relative Values of Various 
Fodders 

It would seem to be settled beyond 
doubt by the experiments of Profes- 
sor G. H. Hutton, superintendent of 
the agricultural and animal industry 
branch of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, conducted at its experimental 
farm at Strathmore, Alberta, that 
sunflowers are the ideal forage crop 
of this province, if returns in tons 
per acre are any criterion of crop 
| values, 

Two and a half acres close to the 
buildings on the farm were sown in 
rows three feet apart this spring, i 
rigated and properly cultivated He 
tween the rows, and the crop, which 
has just been cut and placed in silo, 
was accurately ‘weighed, and the re- 
sult showed a yield of 39.6 tons to
